Besides, the 
total amounts of power to be obtained 
from waierfalls :s far less that what 
is actually required. 

M. Claude believes he has found In 
the ocean a new source for electri- 
city. Water, under atmospheric pres- 
MiTe, boUa at 212 degrees farcnhelght. 
However, |f the pressure be reduced, 
the boiling point is lowered. Thus, 
under one three-hundredths of an 
;itmospherp tbe bollini; point In about 
SO degrees farenheipht. ^

degrees to 80 degrees. The French 
scientist proposes to have plants 
along tlie trop'cal coa,sts which would 
generate elo<'trlclty from this source 
31ow this might be done he Illustrated 
ill a miniature way.

A radio course in The Psychology of 
Personal Problems will be broadcast 
from Station AVBZ, Boston by Dr. A. 
A. Roback, c.V)icrimentul ii.sycholo- 
g st, who is a graduate of McGIH Uni- 
versity arranged by the Division of 
University Extension of tho M.ossa- 
chusette Dopartment of Education. 

t>r. Roback is well known as the 
author of "Behaviorism and Psycho 
logy," ••Problems of Personality," "The 
Psycholâgy of i^Çharaçter/' .."Mentality 
Tests For Superior Adults" and other 
wlde3y read books on various phases 
of psychology. The Roback mentality 
teat vras used in the notorious Loeb- 
Lieopold case at Chicago. He has 
taught at Clark University, Har\'arrt. 
Massachusetts Institute of Technolo- 
gy and Northeastom Univeralty arid 
's frequently consulted as an authority 
by newspaperis In all parts of Baatern 
United sûtes. 

The first lecture on the Psychology 
of Personal Problems will be given 
Thursday evening, January 20 at 8.30 
p.m. In eight half-hour lectures the 
following topics will be considered: 
the psychology of personal problems; 
human types and how to handle 
them; the wlU to be intelligent; your 
task and how to lessen It; psycho- 
analysis — boon or bane; the infer- 
iority complex; abnormal quirks of 
normal people; .sclf-conHclousness and 
Its remedy. These lectures ylll be 
similar -n scope to a series recently 
completed, given in Boston at the 
Gardner Aiiditorlum of the State 
House, under the auspices of Mas.sti- 
chusetts University Extension.

Tliiu the leailiiig universities of Can- 
ada, .should not elect reprcscnt.ativcs lo 
the ])ai-lianiciit of Canada was the de- 
cision arrived at yesterday afternouii 
by the .Art.s "J'.l debater.". 

.Mr. Ooforlli. who acted !is judge, 
awarded the ilnolslon to the negative, 
nohrot'sky and I.'onatd, by the narrow 
margin of I point. Althougli the af- 
flrniativc. Murks and Lande, liail tlie 
belter arrangement of material, their 
opponents wen- much sujierior in 
clidoslns iliij chief poiiit.s for rebuttal. 

.Shortly after 4, L. M.arks. leader of 
the affirmative, rose to introduce the 
debate, "Resolved that the leading unll 
versitics of Canada should bo graiitc'd 
the franchise of electing reprcsontit- 
j lives tj tho parliament of Canada." He 
' first explained that the lending unl- 
ver.sities include .McGill, ToroTito, 
.Montreal, D.alhoiisle, Urltlsh Columbia, 
and the University of M.anltoba; and 
that to exercise the university fr.n.n- 
chl.se, a man Must be 21 years of age, .'l 
woman 30 years, and each mwal have 
taken a degree. This chain of a united 
oducutionai cl.oss is fundamental to 
the progress of a country, and Canada 
would thus have rcproscntatlves who 
would foster a spirit of greater inter- 
provinclal understanding from the 
point of view of the educated, which 
is Indeed of ' vital Importance. The 
speaker then pointed out the advan- 
tage to the university — political inter- 
est will be aroused and a knowledge of 
politics is essential lo good citizenship. 
In this -w.'iy."the university will be- 
come the centre not only of educational 
and social life, but of political life as 
well. 

. Lou Dobrofsky spoke next. In his 
attempt to show that conditions in 
Canada are entirely different from 
what they were In England, and that 
the system is accordingly useless and 
unnecegs.ary In Canada, he conlr.osted 
the England of 1830 with Canada, 
1027. Instead of a woefully uneducat- 
ed, unfranchised, and intimidated mass 
from which to draw ItB leaders, Canada 
can choose from an intact body of

Winnipeg, Man,, Jan. H— (By Ex- 
change Service) All four we.siem uni- 
versities of Canada will compete on 
the rostrum of the evening of Friday, 
January Zlst. Arrangements h.avc 
been completed for the University oil 
Alberta debaters to visit .Manitoba, 
iuid Manitoba speakers to Journey to 
the University of British Columbia on 
'this date, -whllo the UnlVi«r*.'ty of 
Brltlsh Columbi.-i. deh.'itors vIhIi b'.as- 
katche-.van and Sa.skatchcwaii debates 
In Alberta. 

AH four debates will bo held on the 
third Friday of the month, and the 
subject of each debate will be some- 
what simlllar to the other three. 

Racial ■ aiiid color iiroblenis which 
face the Can.ad!an slectorate will , be 
the question under discussion by the 
four Unlvorsltli-H. Three motions 
have been prepared, all calling for the 
extension of the franchise by a lower- 
ing of the color and race barriers. 

Committees are now working in all 
the western Unlversltle.s choosing 
teams to compete In the inter-provln- 
clal contests. Two debaters will re- 
present each Uulverslty, and each 
team will debate once only while it Is 
on tour. 

The three subjects chosen by the 
inter-provlnclal committee are-: 

Resolved that all restrictions on vo- 
ting In Canada based on race and col- 
or should be removed. 

Re.solved that the fcdoral franchise 
shall be granted to all adult Urltlsh 
subjects residing In Canada regard- 
less of race color. The definition of 
British subject shall be that all who 
have satisfied the period of resident 
requirement specified by due legis- 
lative authority shall be considered as 
British subjects. 

Resolved that the Canadian National 
should not be denied the franchise :n 
eltlier Dominion or Provincial elec- 
tions m*rely on tho ground of race and 
color. The definition of .N'atlonal 
shall be as laid down In the Domin- 
ion statute books from 1920 to VJ2-i.

Our congratula- 
tions are forthcoming on account of the efforts they are making to lntrodui;c 
a new sport at.^McGIU. If they could make girl's hockey Interesting for spec- 
tators, ihey would not need to resort to such tricks as a dance In order to 
raise funds.

farmers are over-represented, while the 
educated olass and the professoriat 
am under-represented; that no profes- 
sor hius sal in the Canadian Parlin- 
incnt. He dlAcusscd, too. the value 
of plural voting. 

The last speaker' for the negative 
was H. Donald, who was canity the 
best In poise and delivery. Ills .speecli 
wa.s a witty one, in somewhat the 
"I'Jngllsh" style. Mi- indicated what a 
vîist and pronounced difference there 
exists between the Canadian and Bng- 
lUh student. The latter has some 
sort of political knowledge, while here 
there is pr:ictlcally momp. Dne reason 
for this was the dlffeience in cost of 
education, and the greater time at the 
disposal of those students. As for the 
belief that education would suffer If 
there were no franchise, this does noi 
apply to the existing contlitlons here. 

After til'- rebuttal by .Marks, Mr. Oi- 
fortli, in awarding his décision, com- 
mented on the higli >taiidiird of the 
speeches, as compared with the inter- 
colleginto level when he wa.-! a student.

An example In .Mon- 
treal is the Illuminated sign of the 
Mount Royal Hotel. 

•Another new world fainotis process 
originated by .M. Claude Is his process 
for the synllic.'iis of amoiiia. II 
Blluled a great Improvement In Ihe 
s.vnthesis of amonia, using a hypei 
pressure known to physicists as 1,000 
almwipherc,— thot is 1,000 times the 
pressure of the atmosphere,- a much 
greater pressure than has ever been 
ti.sed before for this process.
